The reply filed on September 16, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action of July 16, 2003 because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s): Applicants did not elect one formula of the benzene derivatives from claims 9, 12, 14, 16, 18, 19, 22, 24, 26 
and 28 for the elected invention, Group II, claims 1-4, 9-30, 32-36 and 38-40. See 37 CFR 1.111. Claims 9, 12, 14, 16, 18, 19, 22, 
24, 26 and 28 are further divided into five distinct inventions (subgroups): Subgroup I, claims 9, 16, 18 and 28, classified in class 562, 
subclass 405; Subgroup II, claims 12 and 14, classified in class 544, subclass 358; Subgroup III, claim 22, classified in class 548, 
subclass 5 17+; Subgroup IV, claim 24, classified in class 548, subclass 469; Subgroup V, claim 26, classified in class 548, subclass 
302.7. A telephone call was made to Rick Vastine on November 13, 2003 to elect one formula of benzene derivative, but did not 
result in an election.
